Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instantly claimed starch appears to be free of the prior art. The closest prior 
art is seen to be Smith et al. EP 0779363 A2 (Smith). Smith teaches starch 
extracted from a transformed potato plant or the progency thereof, wherein the 
viscosity onset temperature is reduced by at least 7 °C as determined by 
differential scanning calorimetry. Smith further teaches starch extracted from a 
transformed potato plant as having a viscosity onset temperature of less than 
about 55 °C. Smith however does not teach nor suggest the instantly claimed

starch. Smith does not teach: 1) starches wherein the viscosity onset 
temperature is reduced by at least 12 °C; 2) starches wherein the starch has an 
increased amount of starch molecules with a degree of polymerization of 6-12; or 
3) starches wherein the starch has a decreased amount of starch molecules with 
a degree of polymerization of 15-24.
